Several of the stones were 
chipped and cracked, although none 
were completely broken through, 
said Burke. 

After interviewing several people 
in the community, Burke was given 
the names of two likely suspects. Af- 
ter conversations with both, the de- 
tective obtained confessions from 
the pair, described as teenage 
males, one a juvenile, the other 17 
years old, said Detective David 
Grant.

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Town Reimbursed By State 


Andover is one of 21 cities and towns entitled to 
$160,298 in reimbursements from the state for costs 
incurred or anticipated for complying with state 
mandated regulations for testing and removing un- 
derground fuel storage tanks. 

‘Andover’s share is $6,500, said State Auditor A. Jo- 
seph DeNucci. 

DeNucci found that the 21 cities and towns that pe- 
titioned for a ruling are entitled to reimbursements 
because the regulations violated the anti-mandate 
provisions of Proposition 2%2, which require the state 
to fully fund all new state laws, rules and regulations 
imposng a financial obligation on cities and towns. If 
the state does not provide the necessary funding, mu- 
nicipalities have the right to seek a court-ordered 
exemption from this requirement. 

A statewide financial effect survey by DeNucci’s 
division of local mandates projects a total of $2.8 mil- 
lion in state funding will be required the first year to

compensate all cities and towns affected by the 1986 
regulations issued by the Board of Fire Prevention 
Regulations. 

These regulations require periodic testing of cer- 
tain municipally-owned underground fuel tanks to de- 
tect possible leaks. Communities are also required to 
remove all tanks that have been either abandoned or 
out of service more than six months. 


The survey estimates there are approximately 3,- 
000 municipal storage tanks subject to these regula- 
tions. The average cost of periodic testing is 
approximately $625 per tank and some $2,900 for re- 
moval. 

“Because of the competing interests for limited 
dollars, the anti-mandate provision of Proposition 242 
will become even more important in protecting cities 
ant towns from unfunded state initiatives,” DeNucci 
said.

Two Andover students at Phillips Aca- 
demy visited West Africa for a commu- 
nity service project.

It’s the third time PA students have 
participated in the 10-day trip, which is 
partially financed by schoo -sponsored 
fund-raisers, to help restore the Leopold 
Angrand Elementary School.

The building, constructed by slaves, 
was one of the first buildings on the island 
and has been used as a courthouse, a jail 
and a slave house over the last few centu- 
ries. 

Students interested in the trip sub- 
mitted essays to project director Cathy 
Royal. Royal, an English and history in- 
structor at Phillips, selected students 
based on their essay. 

“We are anxious not only to provide 
these volunteers with a positive experi- 
ence in helping others, but also with a 
sense of the African heritage which we all

share,” Royal said. 

“Too often our African history is 
obscured in this country in favor of a 
white, European influence. But we all, re- 
gardless of our color, must learn more of 
our evolutionary roots. 

“The preservation of this school is sig- 
nificant to the Western world. To date, 
over 100 of our students and adult volun- 
teers have worked along with people of 
Africa, and all say that their lives are not 
the same because of this most enlighten- 
ing experience,” Royal continued. 

According to Royal, the trip is part of 
an ongoing effort at PA to balance the 
curriculum between traditional Western 
values and those which stem from other 
parts of the world. 

Phillips, Royal said, was the first high 
school to bring high school students and 
aRUCRS from China and the Soviet 

nion.

This is in comparison to the 35,019 who 
pledge $3,919,734 at the same time last 
year. 

The increase in donations is attributed 
primarily to a boost in contributions from 
firms and employees in the manufactur- 
ing industry. According to the campaign 
report, 29,264 firms and employees in 
manufacturing have pledged $3,113,926 to 
date, up from the 24,741 who contributed 
$2,812,575 this time last year. 

Key contributors in manufacturing in- 
clude AT&T Technologies in North And- 
over, United Parcel Service in 
Chelmsford and Freudenberg Nonwovens 
LTD (Pellon) in Lowell. 

Employee contributions at AT&T Tech- 
nologies rose from $434,325 last year to 
$522,000 as did the company’s gift—$178,- 
000 to $191,600. Both are Fair Share pledg- 


es. 

This year 880 UPS employees pledged a 
Fair Share gift of $80,762, an increase of 
$28,655 over last year when 565 employees 
donated $52,107. UPS increased its cor- 
porate gift from $6,012 to $24,240, also 
Fair Share. 

The new campaign also produced suc- 
cessful results at Freudenberg Nonwo- 
vens LTD (Pellon) where employee 
sontributions jumped from $13,862 to $21,- 
318 while the corporate gift rose from $6,- 
000 to $13,492, both Fair Share pledges. 


Eighty percent of the employees partici- 
pated in the United Fund campaign. 

The figures indicate that contributions 
from those in the commercial industry 
are also on the rise. According to the 
campaign report, 5,554 employees and 
firms in the commercial industry have 
pledged $708,622 this year to date com- 
pared to 5,467 who donated $649,060 dur- 
ing this period last year. 

Despite the increases, the report also 
reveals a decline in contributions in the 
public service, professional and individu- 
als divisions. This year, 3,624 public serv- 
ice employees pledged $169,185 to date, 
down from 3,622 who donated $351,397 at 
this time last year. In the professional di- 
vision, 430 employees pledged $35,613 to 
date compared to 781 who donated $66,057 
during the 1987 campaign. In the individu- 
als division, 352 people have contributed 
$31,143, a decrease from the 408 who 
pledged $40,645 last year. 

At its kick-off dinner in October, the 
United Fund set a fund-raisinjg goal of $6 
million, Last year, the fund raised 
$5,723,334. 

The Merrimack Valley United Fund is 
the single most important provider of hu- 
man services in the Merrimack Valley 
and southern New Hampshire. In 1987, 
198,620 individuals received character 
building, counseling and health services 
through the 64-member agencies the Unit- 
ed Fund supports. The United Fund is the 
lowest cost fund of its size in the coun- 
try—92.9 cents of every dollar contributed 
goes directly to member agencies for vi- 
tal human services to those in need. 

The annual allocation of funds will be 
determined by a 75-member local budget 
committee.

Clean 
out before Christmas and bring all your 
glass, green, brown or clear, and plastic 
food and detergent containers to the bin 
by the Town Offices Building Saturday, 
Dec. 17, from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m. I have been 
told that many of you need reminding, but 
this information is on your recycling cal- 
endar. 

You who recycled paper last month 
saved the town $7,542.99. That is 119.73 
tons times the $63 per ton to tip it into the 
incinerator. We also sold this paper for 
$1,197.30. Thank you. 

The ten-point action agenda for the 
Commonwealth dated Nov. 8, 1988, and 
planned by Daniel Greenbaum, Commis- 
sioner of the Department of Environment 
Quality Engineering, and funded by the 
Solid Waste Act gives all communities 
goals with dates attached.

“This study, ‘Staying Alive...Prevent- 
ing Child Death,’ identifies clear patterns 
among the deaths of children and young 
adults,” Prothrow-Stith said. “By docu- 
menting those patterns, the study will al- 
low us to carefully target our programs to 
reach those children in the greatest dan- 

er.” 

: Motor vehicle accidents were the lead- 
ing cause of deaths due to injury, followed 
by homicide and suicide. 

The Department of Public Health con- 
ducted the study at the request of the Leg- 
islature’s Special Commission on 
Violence Against Children. The study 
looked at the deaths among Massachu- 
setts’ residents between 1 and 19 years 
old for 1980 through 1985. 

In 1985, a typical year, 581 children and 
adolescents died. Three hundred and 
eighty-six deaths were due to injuries; 
the remaining 195 were due to medical 
conditions, primarily chronic conditions 
such as cancer and birth defects. 

The study found a strong link between

“The numbers of deaths show a frac- 
tion of the problems of violence and unin- 
tentional injury,” Prothrow-Stith said. 
“For each child that dies, 45 children are 
admitted to a hospital and 1,300 children 
require emergency room treatment for 
injuries. The toll—in disabilities, in 
health care costs, and in human pain and 
suffering—is beyond calculation. 

“The Department of Public Health is 
establishing an office of violence preven- 
tion to develop a program to reduce inten- 
tional injuries. It will supplement the 
department’s statewide comprehensive 
injury prevention program, which is re- 
garded as a national model for reducing 
unintentional injuries.” 

She also announced the formation of an 
office of disability prevention which will 
develop a statewide strategy for reducing 
disabilities due to trauma and devel- 
opmental handicaps.

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School Bus Caution 
Urged For Winter 


The School Transportation Association of Massachusetts 
urges children to be especially careful when traveling to school 
during the winter months. 

“Because there is often snow and ice during the winter, 
children need to take extra precautions to ensure their safety,” 
said Ken Ballou, president of STAM and senior operations 
manager of Ryder Student Transportation Systems. 

“Children should allow extra time to get to the bus stop and 
wear bright clothing so they can be seen in the early morning or 
late afternoon when the sky is grey, and they should wear warm 
clothes including hats and mittens, so they will be comfortable 
while waiting for the bus,” he said. 

“When children are at the bus stop, they shouldn’t play in the 
snow or slide on snowbanks or ice patches because they could 
slide under the wheel of the bus. Parents should tell their 
children it is dangerous to throw snowballs at the bus and, 
because buses need extra room to stop when there is ice and 
snow on the roads, they should stand away from the bus,”’ 
Ballou continued. 


Motorists, too, should exercise caution and remember that 
Massachusetts’ law mandates that cars in both directions must 


come to a complete stop when they see the flashing red lights 
and extended stop arm on a school bus.

Road Salt Use Reduced 


As part of its continuing effort to limit 
the amount of salt applied to state high- 
ways during winter storms, the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Works 
(MDPW) is announcing its road salt re- 
duction policy for 1988-89. 


Again this year, MDPW will eliminate 
applications of pure road salt on selected 
state highways located near municipal 
water supplies, on selected highways with 
low traffic volumes and on various high- 
ways on Cape Cod. The department is 
also vigorously enforcing its 300-pound- 
per-lane mile rate of application for all 
deicing materials through careful cali- 
bration of all spreading equipment. 


The department is using an experimen- 
tal deicing compound for the third consec- 
utive year on a limited basis in 
southeastern Masachusetts. Calcium 
Magnesium Acetate (CMA) works like 
salt to melt ice and snow but does not 
harm water supplies or plant life. Howev- 
er, at $695 per ton (vs. $30 per ton for 
salt), use of CMA is limited. 


“Our concern for Massachusetts’ envi- 
ronment has never been stronger,” said

MDPW Commissioner Jane F. Garvey. 
“but we must balance that concern with 
the need for passable and safe highways 
during winter storm conditions. With mo- 
torists’ cooperation, we can do both suc- 
cessfully.” 


Reducing the amount of deicing materi- 
als applied and strictly adhering to the 
300-pound-per-lane mile limit will mean 
changes in highway conditions during 
winter storms. Although MDPW crews 
will plow more frequently, accumulating 
snow will likely often be present even on 
major highways. Reducing salt, there- 
fore, means reducing speed. 


“Our message to motorists this winter 
is a simple one—slow down,” Garvey 
said. ‘“‘Each winter there are many acci- 
dents which can be blamed on excessive 
speed. Allow some extra time when trav- 
elling in snow this winter.” 


Other suggestions for drivers include 
making sure vehicles are in proper oper- 
ating condition (including windshield 
washer and wipers, defroster and tires) 
and keeping snow cleared from all win- 
dows, roof, hood and trunk.

‘Tis the season of ‘‘good cheer’? and 
concerned hosts can give a successful 
party and still assure that guests will 
drive home safely by toasting the holi- 
days with zero-proof drinks, according to 
the Automobile Club of Merrimack Val- 
ley.

The drink recipes primarily feature 
fruit juices, ice cream and spices. Includ- 
ed are such taste-tempting creations as 


“Christmas Kiss,’ ‘‘Santa Colada,”’ 
“Mistletoe Cocoa’? and ‘Hot Buttered 
Rumless.”’ 


“The Lamborghini’’ includes a non-al- 
coholic Bloody Mary-type base with 
spices and is served hot, garnished with 
smoked sausage and mozzarella cheese. 


Recipes for rich, starch foods, such as 
chili-cheese cubes, confetti cheddar log, 
vegetable pasta casserole and New Or- 
leans crab-stuffed potatoes, are also in- 
cluded. 


“These foods act as a sponge to help 
hold alcohol in the stomach and slow ab- 
sorption into the blood stream,’’ Chris- 
tensen said, warning, however, that 
drinkers still can become intoxicated on a 
full stomach. 


“ood in the stomach means that alco- 
hol is absorbed more slowly, but all the 
alcohol still is absorbed,” he added.

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AAA’s guide also suggests hosts follow 
the ABCs of successful party giving: 

A—Alcohol Awareness. Monitor the 
number of drinks consumed and provide 
plenty of non-alchoholic alternatives. 


B—Buffet. Always serve food with alco- 
holic beverages and as the hour becomes 
late, put away the alcohol and continue to 
offer a good supply of food. 


C—Car Pool. Arrange transportation 
for individuals who are not in shape to 
safely drive themselves home. 


“Hosts should not be swayed by alco- 
hol-affected guests who claim they can 
drive home safely,” Christensen said. 
“After only one drink, a motorist’s 
judgment can be impaired, but after four 
drinks, a driver is 10 times more likely as 
a non-drinker to have an accident.”’ 


The guide also contains a blood alcohol 
concentration table and detect-a-drunk 
games to help determine if guests have 
had too much to drink.

technologies to compete in the 1990s, cost 
control, quality control, geometric dimen- 
sioning and tolerancing, product devel- 
opment, customer relations, accounting 
procedures, human resource manage- 
ment and sources of capital. 

Paul Vande Geer, program manager of 
the program, states that ‘‘the seminars 
are conducted by individuals with experi- 
ence operating manufacturing companies 
and evaluations from past participants in 
these courses has been highly favorable.

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Master Plan 
Public Forum 
Attracts Few 


After several months “‘on the road” 
discussing the town master plan with 
community groups, the Planning Board 
brought the project home Tuesday night, 
holding a public forum at West Middle 
School. 

The turnout was sparse—precisely the 
reason planning staff instigated the out- 
reach program—but those attending gen- 
erally praised planning department 
efforts and offered suggestions on how to 
improve the master plan process. 

Ruth Scarbeau of the League of Wom- 
en Voters told the board her group, which 
recently completed a 12-city study of 
master plans in other municipalities, ‘‘is 
willing and eager to help the process 
along.” 

In the league’s opinion, the town 
doesn’t have a cohesive master plan, just 
a series of bound appendices, and the cur- 
rent study should address that problem, 
Scarbeau said. 

When asked if the league had any crit- 
icisms of the on-going process, Scarbeau 
replied that league was encouraged over 
the master plan dialogue. 

George Danneman, a candidate in next 
year’s selectmen’s election, called the 
group meeting concept “excellent” and 
added that a townwide questionnaire cov- 
ering planning issues should be distrib- 
uted. 

Once a master plan is approved by the 
town, regular updates should be prepared 
and voted on at Town Meeting, said Dan- 
neman. Otherwise, “‘you’re always going 
to have some question in some people’s 
minds that this is the master plan people 
want.”’

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Three Schools Test Slightly High For Radon 


Three public schools have slightly high 

radon levels. But it’s not an immediate 
health problem, and measures are being 
taken to reduce the amount of radon in 
those buildings, according to Andover 
Board of Health Director Everett Pen- 
ney. 
A series of radon tests were conducted 
in all eight public school buildings at the 
beginning of November. The results from 
three schools—Shawsheen, South and 
Andover High—though slightly higher 
than the state department of health’s rec- 
ommended level for clean air, wasn’t sig- 
nificantly high, Penney said. 

Four picocuries per liter is what the 
state recommends, Penney explained. 
The reading at the Shawsheen School of 
15 was the highest in Andover’s schools. 
This was followed by a 6.6 reading at the 
high school and 4.4 reading at South El- 
ementary School. 

When a radon level surpasses 900, it’s 
dangerous, Penney said. In view of this, 
he said, “I feel confident that there’s no 
imminent threat to the public health.” 

The results do indicate the need to 
change the building’s ventilation and to 
re-test those three school buildings, Pen- 
ney said. 

Measures have been taken to improve 
the affected school’s ventilation, and re- 
testing will take place in January. 

Changes in the ventilation at 
Shawsheen wasn’t a problem because the 
high reading was in a classroom that had 
previously been a kitchen area. Vents 
were already in place, Penney said, and 
are now being used again—this time, to 
reduce the level of radon. 

“Radon, for the most part, is easily 
solved,” Penney said. He said increasing 
the ventilation takes care of 99.9 percent 
of the cases because it pushes out the con- 
taminated air. 

The tests in January will determine if 
ventilating the schools has solved the 
problem. Testing in the winter months

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COLUMBIA BIKE 
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Planner Proposes Restricting Housing Tracts 


Developers would be forced to build 
less homes per housing tract under zoning 
bylaw amendments proposed by town 
Planner Steve Colyer to the Planning 
Board on Tuesday night. 

With the number of prime building lots 
becoming scarce, developers are focusing 
their attention on smaller, irregularly- 
shaped parcels that lie closer to protected 
wetlands areas, Colyer told the board. 

“Pm not talking about sweeping 
changes,” said Colyer. “This is more a 
tightening of loose nut and bolts’’ in the 
zoning bylaws. 

Specifically, Colyer would like to see 
the regulation that allows a developer, 
when figuring the minimum area re- 
quired for a lot, to include 10 percent of 
abutting wetlands. 

The town is beginning to see a glut of 
plans for smaller tracts that try to 
squeeze a home onto an irregularly- 
shaped plot, said Colyer. 

The planner gave an example of an 
“hour-glass” plot built a few years ago 
where the home was constructed at one 
end of the hour-glass. The land narrows to 
a point “where the homeowner would 
have to build a footbridge” to walk into 
his backyard, said Colyer. 

Such a design winds up forcing homes 
to practically bump against each other, 
he said, adding that in the “‘hour-glass”’ 
plot, the home was built within 30 feet of 
the neighboring house. 

Colyer also suggested that language di- 
recting plots to be more rectangular be 
put in the bylaws. 

“We've seen proposals with lots shaped 
in every conceivable manner,” said Coly- 
er in a recent memo to the board. “Ev- 
erything is designed to meet the barest 
minium standards with no thought given 
to the resulting environment the people 
will be placed in. 

“Letting the ‘buyer beware’ is not ad- 
equate response. I believe it’s time to get 
back to creating living spaces, not prob- 
lems.” 

Board member Susan Stott supported 
the proposed bylaw changes, saying, ‘‘the

First, as a child, there was at least one visit that 


the parents would take the youngsters to see the 
lights, park the car and visit the seminary, where 
various displays were on exhibit and one large 
scene of Bethlehem with twinkling lights for stars 
covering the scene. 


Then it was home for hot chocolate and cookies. 
If you were lucky, another visit might come

night visit, followed by a bite to eat and whatever 
else might prove discreetly interesting.

Let’s just say it was not just a Christmas display 


which represented a great deal of work by the 
Franciscans, but an opportunity to allow families 
to join together in the spirit of the seaon. 


But, like everything in life, times change and the 


annual expense, even though underwritten by 
donations from visitors, and the steady decline in 
vocations forced first, the abandonment of the 
Christmas display and, ultimately, the closing of 
the seminary.

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Cultural Exchange Benefits Art Lovers 


Local art lovers will benefit from a cultural ex- 
change between the United States and Germany. 


The work of a German artist will be in Lowell as 
part of an exchange of American and German art of 
the late ’80s between the Museum of Fine Arts and 
Institute of Contemporary Art, both in Boston, and 
the Stadtische Kunsthalle and the Kunstsammlung 
Nordrhein-Westfalen of Dusseldorf. 


The metal sculpture of Bruno K. will be at A Brush 
with History Gallery in Lowell until Jan. 29. 


Last summer, art organizations in Lowell were 
contacted by the MFA/ICA exchange organizers and 
asked to consider satellite activities. What evolved 
from a Series of meetings was the idea to bring one of 


the German artists to Lowell to produce a site-specif- 
ic temporary installation, organizers said. Bruno K., 
whose work often has an industrial/fabricated char- 
acter, visited Lowell in the summer, and the project 
“Bruno K. in Lowell” began. 


The artist was born in 1957 in Hofheim and lives in 
Kriftel, West Germany. He has exhibited extensively 
in Europe. The exchange will bring him to the United 


States for the first time. His works can be seen not 
only at Brush with History, but also in Boston at the 
ICA. 


‘Basically, I’ve been working on the same theme 
for years, even though the working methods and 
materials have changed,”’ he said in a catalog inter- 
view. ‘This theme is concerned with power, domina- 
tion, heroism and the products of our ancestors, such 
as trophies, medals and victorious poses.”

¢ Do not jump-start a battery if the 
battery fluid is frozen. 

e Wear chemical splash goggles. 
(Keep a pair with your jumper ca- 
bles. ) 

¢ Keep sparks, flames and ciga- 
rettes away from batteries. 

¢ Be sure the vehicles are not 
touching. 

¢ Be sure the electrical systems of 
both vehicles are the same voltage. 

¢ Make sure the vehicles are in 
neutral or park, that the ignitions of 
both are off and that the emergency 
brakes are set. 

* If the battery has vent caps, 
make sure they are tight and level. 
If available, place ad amp cloth over 
the vent caps of the dead battery.

~ relief fund, said Tateosian. “I didn’t even 


know how to thank her,” she said. 

Clients have also donated money, and 
Tateosian says she’s giving the proceeds 
from student haircuts, $10 each, to the re- 
lief fund. 

Another local resident, Rita Sarkisian, 
owner of Sarkisian Farms, Chandler 
Road, is collecting donations. “I can’t be- 
lieve the generosity of the non-Arme- 
nians...they do want to help, and it feels 
good that others care,” she said. 

And donations have been worthwhile. 
“People are dropping $20 as if it’s noth- 
ing,” Sarkesian said. The people in Soviet 
Armenia, she said, ‘are learning that 
people care.” 

The Armenian Relief Society of Lowell, 
located on Liberty Street, staged a fund 
drive last Saturday. Over $12,000 was 
raised, said Chairman Angele Dulgarian. 

At the last minute, the center was in- 
formed there was a plane at Boston’s 
Logan Airport that had to be filled with 
relief supplies within 24 hours. 

‘We had a tremendous response,” Dul- 
garian said. Area hospitals donated medi- 
cal supplies, and department stores 
St paag blankets and warm clothing, she 
said.

The Armenian Relief Society is still col- 
lecting donations, blankets, warm cloth- 
ing and medical supplies.

100 pairs of new wool stockings at the cen- 
ter. 

Armenian churches are also accepting 
donations. And they are in a period of 
mourning until Dec. 18, when special 
services for the victims of the earthquake 
will be held. 

The Rev. Sahag Vertanesian, pastor of 
St. Gregory Armenian Church in North 
Andover, said all church activities, like a 
Christmas party for school children and 
the New Year’s celebration, have been 
postponed because the church is in 
mourning. 

The church, like most Armenians, is 
having a difficult time getting informa- 
tion from Soviet Armenia because com- 
munication lines have been damaged. 

Boloian, of Chandler Road, has distant 
cousins who live near the earthquake site. 
‘““We have no idea if they survived,”’ she 
said. ‘‘We don’t know what’s going on.” 

Attempts are being made to contact 
survivors in Soviet Armenia. Family 
members can leave messages at The Mir- 
ror Spectator or the Armenian General 
Benevolent Union in Watertown. These 
messages will be relayed to Soviet Arme- 
nia via Voice of America, a European ra- 
dio station. And, it is hoped, relatives 
there will respond to the messages, said 
Rose Azarian, chairman of the Merri- 
mack Valley AGBU.

going to work in Andover all my life...I 
think there is a point in time when your 
career is over, and I’m getting to that 
point.” 

To date, the School Committee has not 
made any adjustment to the superinten- 
dent’s salary for this year. Any increase 
will be retroactive to July, Robb said. 

This has always been done on a yearly 
basis. But according to Robb, the School 
Committee is considering a contract ef- 
fective for the next three years, like they 
do with other negotiating groups, such as 
the Andover Education Association. 

A contract of this sort would ‘‘make it 
easier to plan systematically,’ Robb 
said. And, once approved, it would be in 
place for the next three years, ‘‘pending 
the success of goals,’’ he added.

dent and Treasurer 
of the Automobile 
Club of Merrimack 
Valley. ‘For in- 
stance, heavy snow 
may mean a school 
day off for young- 
sters but a driving 
nightmare for mo- 
torists.”’ 

The AAA official 
stressed that all 
road users should 
be aware of the po- 
tential hazards re- 
sulting from 
inclement weather 
conditions. ‘‘Some 
areas of the United 
States are known 
for their balmy win- 
ters,’’ he said. 
“However, for most 
of us the months of 
December, January 
and February are 
often associated 
with icy, snowy or 
rainy days.
